1. Applicant argues that the rejection on page 5, para. No. 11, of the final rejection, paper no. 9 
was a new rejection and therefore the finality of the last office action was improper and should be 
withdrawn, because the rejection was not "necessitated by the amendments of the application by 
applicant".
